Eyewitnesses 
Tell Their Stories

AN FRANCISCO - The slide show 
Seemed innocuous enough 一 like a home 
movie of a Summer vacation. But as the 
images flashed one by one on the large white 
Screen in a Cavemous lecture room Saturday 
at UC Berkeley's Dwinelle Hall, the 200 
mostly Mandarin-speaking students, Sobbed 
and gasped in disgust. 

The slides were shown by four eyewit- 
nesses to the massacre in Beijing?s Tian- 
anmen 9%quare. Pictures of bright-eyed stu- 
dents in head bands, emaciated hunger strik- 
ers, and bloodied bodies being carted off by 
people on bicycles flashed on the Screen， 
They were Scenes Seen overand overagainin 
TVreportsandnewspapers,butthe firsthand 
accounts brought the images a little closer. 

For three of the eyewitnesses from Hong 
Konmg， their B 人 Keley appearance'“Was fol- 
lowed by interviews with the Bay Area 
Imedia.Jane Cheng,21, Steven Yam, 24,and 
Long Long Cheung, 45, dropped by the East 
West office on Monday to tell the Stories of 
the Students they had befriended and sup- 
ported. 

“Before we left Beijing, some of the stu- 
dents from mainland China who protected us 
told us we must tell the Hong Kong people 
andthepeopleintheUnited Statesthetruth of 
the demonstration and the Spirit there,”Ssaid 
Cheng.

SAN FRANCISCO - Public opinion sur- 
Veyg COnducted in the last few years by the 
Chinese govermnment and private think tanks 
ip Beijing reveal that the Chinese govern- 
ment had lost its moral authority among Stu- 
dents long before the Beijing massacre, acC- 
cording to a University of Southern Califor- 
mia researcher， 

“Thbe widespread angerand loss of faith in 
the party are evident in several Chinese sur- 

，VeySconducted inrecentyears,”said political 
USCience professor Stanley Rosen at a confer- 
ence on Sino-American relations held at 
， Stanford University on June 10. 

The unpublished polls of thousands of 
college students from universities in Beijing 
， and Shanghai provide arare glimpse into the 
highlevelof cynicism and discontent among 
students prior to the emergence of China's 
Upolitical reform movement and its bloody 
demise on June 4， 
According to Rosemn, in a 1988 survey of 
more than 2,000 Shanghai university stu- 
dents, only 4 percent said they believed their 
是 fellow students joined the Communist Party 
because they believed in communism and 
wanted to make 3a contribution.“Almost 60 
percent Said they believed students who 
U joined the party did so because “they want 3 
party card which they can use 3s capital to 
receive future benefits,，”Rosen said. 
Political apathy and a strong interest in 
UPDrivate rather than collectivist_ activities 
emerged as major themes in a Survey Of 
30,000 students, teachers, and political work 
cadres at universities in Beijing betwecen 
April 1986 and July 1987, Rosen Said，Ac- 
cording tothatpollamajority ofCommunist 
YouthLeaguerespondents saidthey felttheir 
league had litte influence promoting collec- 
tivism in the classroom and three-fourths had 
anegativeimpressionabouttheeffectiveness 
”of the cadres. 
“Many did not eyen want the league to be 
more active， with 23 percent hoping for as 
Jittle activity as possible,” Rosen noted, add- 
ing that half of the students said they would 
not Carry Out a league resolution with which 
they disagreed. 


Asurvey conducted following the student 
demonstrations in December 1986 and Janu- 
ary 1987, proved to be a portent of the mass 
political unrest which has rocked China over 
the pasttwo months. According to Rosen, 62 
percent of the undergraduates and 92 percent 
of the graduate Students Surveyed pointed to 
the COrrupt party workstyle and 3a lack of 
democracy 3s the root causes Of political 
unrest in China， 

About three-fourths felt the demonstra- 
tions were poOSitive and had promoted democ- 
TatiZzation， 

The rising tide of public discontent wasS 
WwWell documented in a series Of 14 social Sur- 
veyg Conducted by the Chinese Economic 
System Reform Research Institute，Rosen 
Said. Besides revealing the public's dissatis- 
faction Over rising prices and inflation, the 
polls showed an increased opposition to the 
3buse of poOwer for private gain，nepotism，

“These polls show the ChineseComrmunist 
Party becomjing increasingly estranged from 
society andlosing its moralauthority, Rosen 
Sald. 

Despite 由 e government's recent claimas 
that the students were counterrevolutionar- 
jes，Rosen 8Said he does not interpret the 
Survey's results as an indication that the stu- 
dent movement wa3s an Unpatriotic one， 

“The students were Just expressing their 
privilegeas students; they feltthey had aright 
to clean up the govermment ”Rosen Said.

Michael Chang Wins French 


PARIS - Chinese American Michael 
Chang,，17，became the youngest men' S 
Singles tennis champlion in the history of 
the French Open or any other Grand Slam 
evenb defeating Stefan Edberg,6-1,3-6,4- 
6,6-4,6-2in thefinals match Sunday,June 
11.Chang is the first American winner Of 
the competiton Since 1955， 

The teenagerfrom Placentia,Calif., who 
Tanked 15th in the world, checked some 
notes written on acrumpled piece of paper 
before making his acceptance Speech. He 
giggled after hearing Someone call to him 
from the audience， 

“This paper 1Sn't a Victorvy Speech, lt 8 
justaguideline to whatI was going to Say 
because after a match like that you can 
Iemember anything;”Chang Said to the 
cheering Of bis fans. 

“These two weeks, regardless Of what 
happened today, it's really going to Stay

Chang even acknowledged someone

cially thanked his coach, Jose Hegaras， 
“who's alwaygs there for me.”

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Some Kind of Spring in China 


The China Story remains Overwhelming， 
even more than two weeks after the brutal 
govermmment crackdown on protesting stu- 
dents in and near Tiananmen Square， 

While simple human emotions still guide 
my disbelief, and that of many other people， 
atwhathappenedoverthefateful weekend of 
June 3-4,Tve done some Soul searching for 
a meaning to the incredible sequences of 
events that began in mid-May with srudents 
marching for political reform,， through the 
Beljing government's arrests of dissidents， 
and its Big Lie that the killing of students 
hadn't happened. 

China Scholars haven't been able to ex- 
plain why they didn'"t foresee events as they 
unfolded. It is even more difficult now to 
predict China's near-term future. 

Think of the sudden change in how the 
Westnow views China. Since Deng Xiaop- 
ing initiatecd “modermnization "about1ll years 
ago with the Introduction of lmited market- 
economy principles, the Westerm view of 
China has shifted from a cool hostility to a 
warmer, COzier, friendlier attitude. Now,the 
West shocked and outraged by the bloody 
and Orwellian repression，has Swung back 
into adistinctive China-bashing mode. 

The initial shift from hostility to friend- 
ship,Tmconvinced,is attributabletothe self 
interest of Western capitalist nations. They 
Saw this enormous potential market of 1.1 
billion people opening up，and that was 
enough for them. Hardly a peep about the 
lack ofpolitical freedom forthose 1.1 billion 
people，who, after all, have never had the 
kind of freedoms Sought by the Protesting 
Students. Who cares about any lack of inter- 
nal rights as 1ong as long as Western capital- 
lsts had access to this market2 

Deng himselfis likelytobepuzzledbythe 
turn of events 一 from him being hailed as a 
Savior of China by Western diplomats, poli- 
ticians and press pundits to his current status 
as the butcher of Beijing. 

It js，of course,， impossible to know the 
innerthoughts ofChina's 84-year-old senior 
leader who isn't available for open-ended 
press conferences.Onelogical conclusion to 
draw,intheabsence ofhisowntestimony,is 
that Deng figured that China's people would 
settle for an improved standard of living 
without any accompanying political free- 
doms. 

As part of his economic modernization， 
contacts with the West accelerated. This 
Imeant students and scholars in Western 
democracies like the US， 

Deng was either naive or foolish to think 
that thousands of Chinese Students and 


Scholars would bring back only technical 
knowledge to help China boost its backward 
economy and would either be immune to any 
thoughts about political reform, inspired by 
Western examples，oOr that they wouldn't 
want to import such thoughts to China. 

In theend, Deng Xiaoping himselfplanted 
the seeds of the uproarious and historic Bei- 
jing Spring of 89. 

Forpeople who know China, the idea of an 
authoritarian，Iepressive Tegime Should 
hardly beasurprise.Thus,theresponse ofthe 
government on June 3-4, brutal as it was, fit 
an historic pattern. This was hardly the first 
crackdownofdissentinChinesehistory.And 
previous ones have involved far more than 
the estimated 3,000 students and others 
killed. 

Authoritarian，repressive regimes don':t 
give in to protesting students. Such leaders 
demand order above anything, and the stu- 
dents hadn't been docile and compliant. 
Besides, they had embarrassed theirelders to 
the world. And, in Chinese society, embar- 
IassSing your elders in Such a public way is a 
huge no-no. 

Iam not excusing the actions of Deng and 
Li Peng by saying this. I am merely Saying 
thatthehorrified Western responseto Deng's 
action is partially rooted in ignorance aboitit 
China. 

It is also partially rooted in advanced 
communications technology. Rarely has the 
World been Witness to Such events as the case 
of China's student protests, then repression 
American and other Western television net- 
WOIKS were not on the Scene in past Chinese 
paroxysms Such as theCultural Revolution in 
quite the way they have been over the past 
two months. 

Who sto sayprecisely whatkindsofpoliti- 
cal freedoms the Chinese people ought to 
have? Obviously, some students want more 
say in 3 govermment that husbands power 
jealously among its top leaders. They also 
want government coOrruption to end. But the 
jury is still out on how China's vastnumbers 
of workers and even greater number of peas- 
ants feel about political reform. Can anyone 
Say for Sure that the students speak for work- 
ers and peasants to00? 

At firsb Students were asking for modest 
reforms,nothing akin to Western democratic 
practices，3S has been assumed by some 
Western Observers. They wanted toberecog- 
nized and they wanted to engage in institu- 
tionalized dialogue with governmentleaders. 
At the outset there was' no indication they 
Wanted to oust government leaders or, more 
radically, Overturn the communist System 
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Later，3aS8 government leaders remained 
Tigld，then ITepressive，students and other 
dissidents radicalized their demands to seek 
the ousterofDengandLi.There'”sevensome 
indication of deep loss of faith in the Com- 
munistParty partially because the party lead- 
ers are COrTUpt selfish and jealous of their 
Own poOwer. 

But I get a queasy feeling when Westem 
Powers now appear to want to dictate how 
China oughtto be governed.Such an attitude 
conjures up the 100 or so years that China 
was weak and partitioned offby Western and 
Japanese Imperialist poOwers. 

Hnothing else, Mao Zedong at least uni- 
fied China and put it back into Chinese con- 
trol. Virulent anti-communists surely will 
point out that Mao's rule was brutal and 
cruel. Hardly anyone can argue that40 years 
of Commnunist rule has been peaches and 
cream forthe Chinese people,butfrom many 
different reports，China was beginning to 
Overcome Imass poverty. And it was setting 
its Own destiny. 

The interesting question that eludes a 
quick answeris whethera developing nation 
like China can engage only in economic 
reform using Western models and remain 
politically Tepressive iD Western terms? 
Does suchanation need both kinds ofreform 
in order to achieve moderate stability, both 
economically and politically? Or should 
political reform precede economic reform? 
Or can a developing nation learn only eco- 
nomic lessons from the West and ignore 
Westermn political forms2 

The Soviet Union has launched political 
Ieformsbeforeeconomicreforms,andoneof 
the many ironies in Our most interesting 
world in these most interesting times is that 

the Chinese students were using Gorbachev- 
style politicalreforms as an inspiration while 
Gorbachev wasknowntoadmireLeng-style 
economic reforms. 


Now, Gorbachev is said to be concerned 
that a China-like turmoil may soon visit his 
grand and diverse country, which is experi- 


encing both ethnic hostilities and economic 


sluggishness even while political reforms- 


move forward. 

With its cruel actions，China's leaders 
apparentuy are willing to withstand interna- 
tional ostracism. They are also apparenty 
willing to see China slide backwards alittle 
while they restore order, although officials 


began appealing to foreign businessestore= ， 


turn Shortly after the June 3-4 weekend. 


Im no prognosticator but its my gut 
feeling that international businesses womnt 
abandon China for long. They may not like 
China' spolitical attitudes,buttheyhavetoo 


much invested in Chinarightnowandmany 
arenothing ifnotpragmatic abouttheirown 


goals. They still see China's 1.1 billion 


people and drool over the potential. It is 
Certainly possible that international disgust 


over China's iron-fistedregime mayleadto 


aouth Africa-typeboycott ButIdon'tsee 
that happening in the very near future. 
Who knows what will happen once Deng 
passes from the Scene. Will conservatives 
still rule, or will the spiritofreform-minded 
Students emergeto make Chinaless authori- 
tarian and relatively more“democratic2?2 
China watchers haveusually advised takc 
ing the long view, for Chinese history is a 
Series of peaks and valleys: dynasties rise， 


dynasties fall. Some feel these past few 


months signal the beginning of the end for 


the Communist regime,， but no one really ， 


knows what's ahead. All wereally know is 


that this has been some kind of a spring in 时

My husbtand 
and 工 were Very 
concerned with what was going on in Tian- 
anmenSdquare. Wewatchedalotofnewspro- 
grams and we read a lot of newSspaper 3cC- 
counts. We talked about the news and com- 
mentaries. 

Our 6-year-old son picked up on the fact 
that we were devoting So much attention to 
what was happening in China. He:was curi- 
ousandbeganaskingbasicquestions,Such as 
“What is democracy2?” and “Why do they 
wanttohurtthe students?2”Wetried ourbest 
to explain what was happening. 

Theunfortunate events in China wereused 
as lessons about basic human fights. The TV 
and newspaper pictures proved to be more 
vivid images of the movement for political 
reform thananythinghewouldlearn in civics 
Classes to come. 

The image of the man putting his own life 
onthe line bystanding in front ofapproach- 
ing tanks was as amazing to Sam asitwas to 
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us.Wedecided hatitwasatonceaverybrave 
but very foolish thing to do. We discussed 
why it was foolish and what might have mo- 
tivatedhim to do suchathing.Ifeelthat when 
Someone talks about a brave act Sam will 
recall this image. 

After the students were gunned down, we 
took Sam to a banquet im San Francisco to 
Taise money for Surviving students in China. 
We explained we were going 3s a way of 
Showing Support for what the students were 
trying to accomplish. 

At the banquet，we talked 
with people about other Sup- 
portive efftorts being planned. 
We learned that a friend Was

Chinatown the next day. We 
went home to our linen closet 
and ,pulled ,out a .couple of 
whitebed sheetsforhim to use.

Atonepoint while we were listening to the 
Speakers, he looked up and saw one of his 
aunts in the crowd. He also Saw Some people 
he recognized from the previous night' s ban- 
quet_ Seeing familiar faces Seemed to 下 ve 
him back asense thatthis wasanOK and safe 
thing to do and that he shouldn 't be:fright- 
ened. 

At one boint during the rally, a very emo- 
tional eyewitness account of the -killing of 
students was read. Many adults in the crowd 
Were reduced to tears. Seeing adults cry Over 
people they didn'tknow in a place that many 
ofthem had neverbeen made himirealize that 
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people feel for others” pain and grief. 
People are compassionate. People are cOn- 
cermed. All the lectures or Sermons about 
“being your brother s keeper pale in com- 
parison to the genuine outpouring of con- 
cern he witnessed at the rally. 

As it turned Ooub we didn't stay for the 
march, but we watched it on the local TV 
newSs. We Saw our fniend Calvin marching. 
Sam was happy to recognlze Someone he 
knows and likes. 

The next day at School, he wrote in his 
journal“I saw my friend on TV.”

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Supreme Court Limits Civil Rights Act 


WASHINGTON, DC-TheSupreme Court ccntinued on its conservative track last week 
bytrimmingdownyetanothercivilrightslaw.Ona5-to-4vote,thejusticesruled that blacks 
Who are harassed on the job because of race cannot sue theiremployers for damages under 
the Civil Rights Actof 1886.: 

Writing for the majority, Justice Anthony Kennedy said the 123-year-old law barred 
discrimination at the initial hiring stage but not discriminatory treatment on the job. 

Togetherwith the 1976 Supreme Court Decision Runyon vs. MCcCrary,the 1886 law was 
one of the most frequenty used federal anti-discrimination statutes. 

The justices, however did not overturn the law altogether as many had feared. The deci- 
Sion did angercivil rights 1awyers who view this as the fifth time this year the conservative 
Imajority Supreme Court has ruled against minorities in discrimination cases， 

Justice William Brennan,in adissenting opinion, wrote that“Whatthe Court declines to 
Snatch away with one hand, it takes with the other.”He called the Court's decision a 
“needlessly cramped”“Formalistic”and“untenable”interpretation that would sap the 
law's vitality. 


Health Agencies Face Funding Cuts 


OAKLAND -Two community health agencies which serve Asian clients are appealing a 
decisionbytheBureauofHealthCareDelivery and Assistance(BHCDA)tocuttheirfunding. 

Asian Health Services was awarded less than half of the $800;000 it had requested. The 
clinic had received an “A”rating onits grantproposal and BHCDA:s ownreview committee 
Iecommended $478,000 in funding. 

Asian Health Venture in Los Angeles received a year of planning and development funds 
from BHCDA, but was turned down for operational funding for fiscal year 1988 - 89. The 
decision has been on appeal since March. 

Within the last five years, Asian Health Services in Oakland has lost half of their federal 
funds,， according to Deborah Lee, associate director at the Association of Aslan/Pacific 
Community Health Organizations(AAPCHO),anationalnetworkofsevencommunity health 
Centers that serves Asian Pacific populations. mm 1987 - 88 the agency”s federal funding 
Ieachedanall-timelowtriggeringadeficitin excessof$90,000forcing Asian Health Services 
to Teduce sta 人 tme and close their doors to patients one afternoon a week. 

InLA and Orange County, there are no community health centers that can provide health 
care Services in a culturally and linguistically appropriate manner to undeserved Asian 


-Populations, Said Lee. 


Asian and Pacific Islander community health centers provide bilingual primary care and 
Specialty services to Over 70,000 patients. About 90 percent of their patients speak a primary 
language other than English, and 75 percent have incomes below the federal poverty level. 
Over half have no health insurance. 

Jnaletter to California legislators authored by Congressman Ron Dellums and signed by 
Congressmen Robert Matsui, Edward Roybal, Norm Mineta, Pete 
Stark and Henry Waxman, and Congresswomen Barbara Boxer and 
Nancy Pelosi fellow politicians wereurged to Supportthe agencies 
appeals to the BHCDA. 

“There has been tremendous pressure to avoid funding “new”， 
centers without new funds，theletter stated.“Asians are considered 
newcomers and are easily pitted against other communities who 
continue to have unmetneeds. An increased allocation for Commu- 
nity Health Centers js greaty needed.” 

Sofarabipartisan group of 19 legislators has signed aletterto the 
federal agency administering the funds.

During that time, two lanes will always be available for 
peak hour traffic (7-9 am and4 - 6pm). During other periods of the day, one lane will be 
openin each direction.

InyourJune 15 issue, Him Mark Lainoted 
that there were Some parallels between the 
Iecent Communist government massacre of 
demonstrators in Beijing and the Nationalist 
government massacre ofnativeTaiwanese in 
Taiwan 40 years ago. As mentioned, in both 
cases the populace was upset about corrup- 
ton and lack ofpolitical rights, Itis interest- 
ingtonote that one can observe futher paral- 
lels in government actions taken in the after- 
Imaths of both events. 

After the massacre of citizens in Taiwan， 
the Nationalist government repeatedly em- 
phasized that a“very Small number of 
People”wanted to“overthrow the goverm- 
mentb ”that the rebels were“ruffians and 
gangsters，andthatthe govermmentsoldiers” 
actions were taken to “protect the populace” 
一 language strikingly similar to what we 
have seen outof theCommunist government 
in Tecent Weeks. 

The Nationalist government then Severely 
Underreported the number that had been 
killed, claiming 1,860 (Mr.Lai's article cites 
the figure of 20,000 used by historians and 
backed up by a US consular official at the 
tme); again, this parallels the recent public 
statementsfrom the Communist government. 
Finally，the Nationalists executed a large 
number of Taiwanese leaders who had called

How tragic it is that the two main political 
parties which arose in modern Chinese his- 
tory, though differing in ideology, have such 
Similarity in the repressive methods which 
they have used. On the other hand, After the 
passing of the repressive “old guard,”- 
Chiang Kai -Shek and then his son Chiang 
Ching-kuo- in Taiwan，some political re- 
forms havebeen introduced in thelastyear or 
two. Hopefully the parallel will continue, So 
that some politicalreforms can be obtained in 
China after Deng Xiaoping and the other 
members of the “old guard there pass away.

Protest poetry flourished during the few 
Short weeks of China'"s Pro-Democracy 
Movement. As hundreds of thousands of 
students and workers assembled in Tian- 
anmen Square from all overChina, poems 一 
onlarge white pieces ofpaper 一 appearedon 
walls, fences in Subway stations,tunnels and 
under freeway overpasses or bridges in the 
capital. Many poems were copied down and 
circulated to inspire others and help define 
the movement. Some poema 一 obtained by 
Overseas Chinese journalists 一 have ap- 
peared in Chinese newspapers and maga- 
Zines abroad (notably Taiwan2s Cjzmna 
TeS). 

Unlike the phrases and slogans that fired 
generations of Students and workers in 
China s mass movements in the pasb there is 
nO echoing cry of a “mass line”in these 
poems. IToday 's protest poems are more 
deeply personal，voicing anger hope，fear， 
longing.Somepoems were written beforethe 
Crackdown; Some appeared after. Some are 
Signed; others are not. 

Here was a way for both students and 
ordinary people to voice the ideas and feel- 
ings that the Democracy Movement had in- 
Splired in them. Someday, most likely, these 
poems will be assembled and published to 
commemorate the martyrs of Tiananmen 
Square， 

The poem “Mad Woman,”found pastedto 
the wall of an underground passageway on 
the north side of Tiananmen Square, was un- 
Signed,. The passageway reeked with disin- 
fectantb according to the reporter who faxed 
the poem outof Beijing. Each night, students 
would come and Sleep in the passageway. 
They slept without Sheets or blankets. The 
poetess must have been one of them. 

The poem “Little Conversation” was 
sined Simply“Mother and four-year-old 
child.”
